Points from the Press. 


OHINESE VOLUNTEERS, 
Dealing with the Chinese Volunteer Corps 
the North China Daily News exys:—Out- 
sido the limits of the Settlement such 
corps would constitute a prac ical and 
Picturesque incident in the more recent 
evolution of China and would call for little 
more than the academio interest of the 
foreign population, It is when tho Chinesc 
‘Voluotoors themselves or the promoters of 
the movement claim that they are a valu: 
able addition to the eecurity of Jife and 
property in the Sattlement that » clearer 
understanding of their status reams re- 
quired. Thea mainténance of order in 
the Settloment is vested in the 
Monicipal Council which relies for thie 
purpose on the police, and, if nood be, 
ou the forcign volunteers. There are 
abeplutely no grounds for supposing, it 
may be montioned in passing, that these 
forces ara not amply sufficient for the 
purpoze. Within the limits of the Settle- 
mont, only one suthority is recognised and 
in cases of omergonoy, when the services of 
the voluntesta are required in addition 
to the ordinary police the command 
of chess forces will bo delegated the 
commandant, An indepondent body act- 
ing on its own initiatlve is ont of the 
question and could not be tolerated for 
one moment. Where, thon, it will be 
ssked, ia there ecope for the Chincap 
Volunteers? From a purely militery 
point of view there can be ouly ope 
way which would enable the services of those 
men to be employed in the circumatances 
contemplated. They would have to. limit 
their numbers to a moderate figuee, and. 
from the outset they must be ander foreign: 
officers nnd non-commissioned officers, inor- 
der that thore might be homogeneity of sys- 
tem nd the necessary understanding be- 
tween thecommandant and his subordinates. 
Io other words, if the corps ia anxious for 
employment in the Foreign Settlement they 
must come.in on the Settlement'a terms. 
It is open to doubt whether this stipulation 
would be acceptable to the Chinese Volun- 
teers, for it would undoubtedly intraduce 
into. the existing organieation an element 
hardly contemplated by the originatdrs,

The title should rather have been the 
story of o plaything of fate. From her 
introduction to the reader Nanno Troy is a 
victim of circumstances in which she has 
no say whatever, and she is pursued 
throughout such part of her life as the 
story deals with by such overwhelming 
forees for evil that sho has little chance of 
escape. ‘There is n superabundance of 
human_vature shown in the story. It is 
a glimpse of n certain phase of tho Irish 
character and conveys a vivid picture’ of 
the worst side of Irish life. Thero are, 
however, two or three strongly drawn 
porsonalities, and the hock is well worth 
reading. Nanno Troy is the love child 
of s) woman who married aon honest 
and unsuspecting farmer ta hide her 
shame, and who in her turn is compelled 
tu sacrifice herself on the matrimonial 
ultar to keep the sgoret of her birth from 
leaking out. Tho man she is foreed into 
mattying is tho worst type of Irish sot, 
whom sho detests, for she has already mot 
an Englishmun named Jerringham, to 
whom, though she ishardly yet aware of it, 
her heart has gone out. She is beaten and 
outraged by her husband but lives on with 
him because the priest commands it, but 
adultery in her own home brings matters to. 
a crisis and sho flies to London. Hero fate 
makes her a waitress-in u rostraurant. Jer- 
ringham finds her again and improves his 
acquaintance to find out that ho loves her 
and eventually asks her fb bo his wife, She 
returns his affeotion-but being married in 
the church that does not iecagiiisa divorce 
sho would not listen to his plan.

Counter Memorial Prosented. 
“Menuounse, July 16. - 

Not along ago the Commonweath Parlin- 
ment took it upon itself to passa resolution 
in favour of Home Rule for Ireland. 
This has been resented, as the following 
extract from the Sydney Morning Herald 
will show :—- 

Tho counter memorial, with 100,000

It ix close upon a 
mile in lengtli, and is enclosed for carriage 
in a box Q4ft square und Llin deep, Tt is

Most Gracious Sovereign, —May it please
